cently, during the last few months, also | 
‘sent quite-a number of carcases of dogs 
for examination aa a protection against 
rubies’ He was glad to say that all these 


vaurcases were free from rabies. A few | 


weeks ago when there was an outbreak 
of diphtheria in the Colony swabs were 
taken‘and sent, to the hacteriologist for

With regard to typhoid, which was 
most" in the minds of the pablic-at the 
‘moment, they had made the ‘fullest use 
of the Government Bacteriologist, “who 
‘has made very complete tests, not only 
for, the Sanitary Department but also for 
private medical practitioners. The De 
partment had .a ounrker of tests made. 
When the outbreak first appeared in a 


rsinall way. in 2 portion of the Peak, the 


Department was fully prepared to tiuke 
a very complete dxamination of the. ser- 
vants living in that’ locality with a view 
to tracing the carrier. But. at that time 
the outbreak spread to other parts of the

Lieut.-Col. Fitzosragp said he wished

The’ only reason why he raised 
the question of malaris at*this stage was 
that for the past two years there had 
bee a: large «number of malaria gases 


among ithe troops and_ the. Military |. 


authorities felt that the Board should 


| try to do something to arrest the spread 


of malaria fever. At present he did not 
think anything was. being done. Some: 
time ago the question was raised by Hig 
Excellency the General Officer Coouuand: 
ing, who appronched His Excellency ‘the 
The. Governo: 
agreed that the’ question should he taken 
up. . Malaria was on the increase in’ the 
Colony. There was no doubt about that. 
The Cuairwix pointed out that Col. 
Fitzgerald's remarks had no direct, Ledr- 
ing on the matter under discussion. Tk, 
wags a matter affecting many departments 
of the Government and one ‘had t> con- 
sider. whether it was possible to bring all 
other Departments unde? the control of 
the Sanitary Board in the matter or go 
on as at present; doing what they could. 
He ‘thought at the moment that the only 
reasonable way was to try and" see that 


all undergrowth be cleared and .to ask} 


the Department concerned whether it was 
prepared to carry this out. They bad to 
bear in mind whether the department 
concerned bad the money and whethe: 
it was worth ‘the moncy. " 
“As regards tho Committee referred tu 
by Col. Fitzgerald, it was most unfortu- 
nate that nothing4auore had been done ia 
the matter, but be thought he could say 
that. if Dr, Woodman bad still been here 
something more would Kave been donc. 
At the same time an increase of malaria 
was to he anticipated. Where a city in 
the tropics ‘expands into malarious coun- 
try, as. Hongkdng bad. done, ‘it was too 
much to expect it to remain perfectly 
healthy, considering the’ residential .area 
that it covered. . me aS 
- The discussion was then dropped. * 
THE NEED OF A WATER BOARD. 
Pursuant to uotice, Dr. Koc proposed : 
“That this Board respectfully sub- 
mits to the Government the necessity 
for the formation.of a ‘Water Board?’ 
to supersedeithe present Water Autho- 
rity—such Board to consist of the 
» Director of Public Works, the Medicai 
Officer of Health, the Government 
 Bacteriologist, the Government Analyst 
and one Private Medicul Practitioner.” 
Dr. Kocu said he wished it made clear 
that the motion was not in any way a 
judgment on the. Water Authority. He 
brought .it forwurd for the purpose of 
helping the Water Authority in his work, 
hecause they all knew that. the Water 
Authority was a very busy man, who had 
a large number of hranches of public 
work under ‘his care and consideration, 
and one whose efforts of. administration 
were largely calculated to bring these. 
administrative branches closer together 
and to keep them going. That being so, 
and the greater supply being one of the 
branches uner his control, his time could 
not. be wholly devoted to water problems 
as the’ urgency of the ,water question 
always demands. The Water Authority 
had to watch the reservoirs, had to limit 
the supply of ‘water when‘there was a 
shortage of ‘water in dry weather, and 
had also to watch when there was ‘too 
much water because it could not be stored 
adeuately. They all, knew that the 
storage room for water was not sufficient 
and ,they also knew that the methods of 
filtratios were not adequate. . In this con- 
nection they had to‘turn to recent reports 
to find that two statements entircly ,op- 
posite to eath other had been made by 
Government officials. One report said 
that the’ Pokfulam. water was for a 
long time below. standard and that it had 
since heen brought above standard. Then 
they ‘kad the Medical Officer of Health 
stating ‘that Pokfulam as a” reservoir 
should be“abandoned. From those two 
statements they,did not know where. they 
were, standing, and -it had to -be,, borac 
in mind that both statementa were made 
by uretr whom they all, respected and 
whose opinion they all greatly valued. 
In onder to get over such ‘difheulties it 


would he very much better if the Water | 
Authority wns assisted by 1 Water. Board. .
